Daughter’s grief as father 
gets life for mum’s murder

A WOMAN has spoken of the 
‘horrendous nightmare’ she 
found herself in after her father 
murdered her mother. 

The daughter, who did not 
want to be named, released a 
statement through Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police after her father, 
Colin Adlard, 61, was sentenced 
to life for murdering his wife 
Wendy, 59. 

Adlard, who was handed a 
minimum of 16 years at 
Northampton Crown Court yes¬ 
terday, admitted killing his wife 
of 30 years by hitting her with a 
hammer as she slept at their 
home in Chase Park Road, 
Yardley Hastings, on January 7 
this year. 

After attacking his wife Adlard 
called the police to their home 
and Wendy was taken to hospital 
in the early hours of that morn¬ 
ing where she later died. 

The daughter of Mr and Mrs 
Adlard said: “It was a very sad 
day for me and my family and 
this will hopefully go towards 
ending this horrendous night¬ 
mare I have found myself in. 

“The sentence will never bring 
back my mum or my son’s Nana, 
or even undo what my dad did, 
but goes a long way to ensure 
that justice has been carried out. 

“Knowing that my dad is going 
to prison for murdering my 



mum is hard to put into words 
but what I do know is that even 
though he took my mum away 
he will never be able to take 
away the memories of fun and 
laughter that we shared as a 
family. 

“I am not on my own, I have a 
fantastic family who are loving 
and supportive and they have 
helped me through this trauma. 
My dad however has to go to bed 
all alone with his memories of 
what happened that night.” 

Detective Sergeant Nick Gray, 
who led the investigation, said: 
“This is a very tragic case that we 
have had to deal with, a case 
that has impacted on a lot of 
people. 

“We have supported the family 
throughout the case and we 
hope that they can now have 
some closure and move on with 
their lives.”

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Jury clears man over 
death of paratrooper 


Levy Chandler 


A MAN has been found not 
guilty of the manslaughter of 
a paratrooper who died after 
a scuffle in Northampton. 

Levy Chandler, 26, from 
Northampton, was acquitted 
of the manslaughter of 
Private Rory McWilliams by 
a jury of seven women and 
five men at Northampton 
Crown Court yesterday. 

Mr Chandler admitted 
throwing the single punch 
but said that he had done so 
as a warning shot to protect 
his friend. 

Pte McWilliams, 20, from 
Tenpines, Northampton, was 
in the town centre with his 
brother and a friend on his 
last night out before being 
deployed to Afghanistan 
with the Second Battalion 
the Parachute Regiment on 
February 5. 

He died six days later at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford from serious head 
injuries after stumbling 
backwards, falling and hit¬ 
ting his head on the ground. 



During the trial, the court 
heard how the fight had bro¬ 
ken out after Pte McWilliams 
went to confront the new 
partner of his ex-girlfriend, 
Natasha Cook, with whom he 
had an 18-month-old daugh¬ 
ter, Ruby. 

Miss Cook told the court 
that Pte McWilliams was

Charity’s concern over 
underage drink-drivers

A CHARITY has said it is ‘concerned’ 
that 19 teenagers under the age of 16 
have been caught drink-driving in 
Northamptonshire since 2008. 

The figures released to the Herald & 
Post from Northamptonshire Police 
show that in 2008 and 2009 five 15 year 
olds were caught driving a motor vehicle 
while over the legal limit for booze, 
despite not being able to legally buy 
alcohol or get a driver’s licence. 

From 2008 to 2010 fourteen 16-year- 
olds were arrested for being over the 
limit, while the oldest person caught by 
the force last year was 85 years old. 

Charity CAN, which runs drink driver 
awareness courses in the county, has 
said that it is worried about the figures

Witness Catherine Loughran told the 
court that she had seen Pte McWilliams 
approach Mr Thomspon ‘quite angrily’ 
before the fight and another witness, Joe 


and the way young people are abusing 
alcohol in such a way. 

Niall Spencer, director of young peo¬ 
ple’s services at CAN, said: “It’s very con¬ 
cerning but it’s difficult to know how 
these situations came about without 
understanding the context. 

“Are the kids getting drunk in a field 
and getting on a mate’s moped or are 
they drinking around a car? But these are 
the sort of cases that we deal with, talk¬ 
ing to them about the dangers and mak¬ 
ing sure they are safe. 

“It comes with that age when there 
tends to be a feeling of invincibility, 
which is worse when you add alcohol to 
the situation. 

“It’s dangerous enough driving a car or 
motorbike and they are also endangering 
their liberty by breaking the law and get¬ 
ting involved in the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem. 


Donaldson said that Pte McWilliams had 
looked “out of his depth, scared and 
uncomfortable” during the scuffle. 

Mr Chandler told the court that he felt 
that he had no other option but to punch 
Pte McWilliams as it was his friend who 
looked scared, and despite having trained 
as a boxer, did not throw a powerful 
punch. 

When giving evidence, an emotional Mr 
Chandler explained that he would never 
have left the scene had he known how 
seriously Pte McWilliams was hurt. 

He said: “I never would have left and I 
would have called an ambulance. It’s 
horrible and I think about it every day. He 
had a daughter and I’ve got two 
daughters myself and now she's not got a 
dad. I think about it every day. It’s 
horrible.” 


“Abusing alcohol at a young age can 
happen for a number of reasons but we 
are here to help.” 

The figures also show that the most 
likely age of drink-drivers is 25 with 224 
people having been arrested for the 
offence since 2008. 

Police have asked that the public help 
catch those suspected of drink-driving. 

Chief inspector Sean Bell said: “Driving 
under the influence of drink or drugs can 
have a devastating effect on the lives of 
those affected. Officers work hard to 
catch those responsible but I would ask 
for the public’s help. 

“Please report anyone you suspect of 
driving under the influence by calling 
the Drivewatch Hotline, a 24-hour tele¬ 
phone service, on 0800 174615. This con¬ 
fidential service is regularly monitored 
and intelligence is followed up by offi¬ 
cers.”

“The role of the police in this 
investigation was to place the 
available evidence before a jury to 
allow them to decide whether the 
actions of Levy Chandler in this 
particular case, were justified. 

“We respect the jury for making this 
difficult decision.”

AIRPORT-style security has been 
introduced at Northampton 
College to make students Teel 
safe.’ 

Learners were made to go 
through metal detectors and had 
their bags searched by police 
officers at the college on Tuesday 
when they arrived for their 
studies. 

Students were surprised at the 
level of security on what seemed 
to be a normal day. 

One college student, who we 
agreed not to name, said: “I was 
quite surprised at first to hear 
they were bringing in checks 
you’d normally see at airports but 
I guess it’s for the safety and well¬ 


being of everyone there and as it 
is such a large college you have to 
be careful.” 

The high security, more often 
associated with American High 
Schools that have problems with 
gun crime and other weapons, 
has been brought in to give 
students peace of mind. 

The college is quick to stress 
that it has not had any problems 
with students bringing weapons 
to the establishment. 

It has also said that this was part 
of a new initiative and the 
security would only be used on 
occasions. 

Barry Hansford, director of 
student services, said: “In 
response to a new initiative led by 
Northamptonshire Police we 
have started operating an 
occasional metal detector system 
at the entrance of the college at 
Booth Lane. 


“The new system is portable, 
not a permanent fixture, and will 
be manned by police officers on 
the days it is in operation. 

“The initiative coincides with 
the start of the new term and is 
not to tackle any issues with 
knives or dangerous metal 
objects but to make our students 
feel safe. 

“Students, unions and college 
governors see it as a positive step 
towards promoting a safe learn¬ 
ing environment and we are look¬ 
ing forward to continuing to work 
with Northamptonshire Police as 
part of their new drive.” 

A spokesman for 

Northamptonshire police said: 
“These metal detectors are often 
used in our Operation Nightsafe 
across the town centre. In those 
circumstances and at the college 
it is used to give the public peace 
of mind.”

My home was 
recently infested with flies and 
it turned out from tests that 
they were no ordinary flies, 
they basically came from dead 
rats. It transpired that my 
neighbours had a rodent 
problem. 

You make the point that it is 
not good enough to ask peo¬ 
ple to put down rat 
poison. In fact it is, according

We have twice in the last few 
years had to call the council to 
have a pest controller attempt 
to rid our home of rats and 
mice and have had to pay what 
I understand was a discounted 
rate as we are pensioners. 

We are again being plagued 
by rats, mainly in the loft but 
also in the cavity walls and can 
hear them as they run and use 
their teeth on the brickwork. 

My wife is greatly alarmed by 
them and as she suffers from 
heart problems I am worried 
on her behalf. We contacted the 
council only to be told it no 
longer attempts to control the 
vermin and that if we want the 
problem tackled then we have 
to arrange it privately. We have 
also contacted Northampton- 

Fishmarket’s not the 

WHY the need to kill another 
part of the town’s heritage? 

They killed the Victorian 
shopping arcade when they 
built the Grosvenor Centre, in 
any other market town the 
arcades are their crown jewels. 

The Fishmarket needs to be 
put back as a working market 
for fresh foods.

I felt I must pass 
on what I now know to you.

A GAY man at the heart of a battle to 
get ‘equal marriage rights’ has wel¬ 
comed Government plans to start a 
consultation on the issue. 

Scott Maloney, 42, along with his 
partner Matthew Toresen, 48, of 
Weststone, Northampton, had 
applied for a civil marriage licence at 
Northamptonshire County Council’s 
registration office at The Guildhall 
last November but were refused on 
the grounds they were the same sex. 

At the time they were instead 
offered a civil partnership. 

Although marriages and civil part¬ 
nerships give people the same rights, 
they represent separate ceremonies 
for straight and homosexual people. 

It sparked a national outcry for gay 
marriage rights. Earlier this month, 
the Government announced it is to 
introduce a three-month consulta¬ 
tion on the issue next March. 

If passed it could become law by 
2013, with Liberal Democrat equali¬ 
ties minister, Lynne Leatherstone 
declaring Britain a ‘world leader’ for 
gay rights. 

Mr Maloney said: “Me and Matthew 
have been together for 20 years and 
for most people they see marriage as 
the gold standard of their relation¬ 
ship and we want the opportunity to 
confirm that. 

“The consultation had been due in 
June but it’s better late than never 
and legislation takes time. 

“At the end of the day it’s the 
squeaky wheel that gets the oil and 
we squeaked. 

“I don’t take much notice of them 
but the latest survey that I saw 
showed that 66 per cent of people 
were in favour of gay marriage. If that 
many people support us it shows we 
are not trying to change the country 
and we are just after equality.”

I KNOW the rise in tuition fees is 
not exactly news. MPs have 
fought over it, the Lib Dems have 
suffered over it because of their 
broken promises, others have tried 
to justify it and we have even had 
riots over it. 

Yet it is when the realities of the 
costs of going to university come 
to your own door it really hits 
home. 

What has happened in the past 
30 years has taken us from free 
university tuition backed up by 
a nice grant cheque each term [for 
everyone apart from the well off] 
to the prospect of us paying at 
least £9,000 a year for the 
privilege. 

Social changes have meant more 
kids staying on in sixth forms 
which have increased in size ten¬ 
fold. Indeed in two years time it 
will be compulsory for students to 
stay on at school until they are 18 
years old. 

Therefore there would be a 
natural increased demand for 
school students to want to go to 
university, which has led to more 
courses. 

Some are a bit daft - where did 
degrees in comedy and make-up 
artistry come from? For those that 
care, try Southampton and 
Swansea. 

And, of course the last Tory 
Government swept away 
polytechnic colleges and made 
them all universities, although I am 
yet to hear a proper explanation as 
to why. 

The present Mrs Lowe took the 
traditional university route, 
whereas I went to part time

universities, first the OU then 
Birkbeck. Our kids, needing to 
be ever more creative, are now 
looking towards continental 
Europe. 

These are seriously being 
considered, as they are a lot 
cheaper. Perhaps instead of a 
student rail card an easyJet card 
would be more appropriate. 

Denmark and Norway were 
discussed and Holland and 
Germany are major contenders - 
all countries with better and 
cheaper education. Their standards 
of living seem to be better as well, 
which questions some of the 
excuses, sorry reasons, given for 
charging such high fees. The eldest 
one is now at De Montfort, 
Leicester and has made it just 
before the big price hike kicks in. 

Even now paying for it is no 
mean feat and the dream of 
languishing in an alcoholic haze 
while lecturers drone on in the 
background has been dashed 
forever. A Subway will be a once in 
a month luxury. 

The other two might have to 
settle for a trade, which may be no 
bad thing. Professions such as 
journalism and solicitors never 
used to need a degree and I can 
see that returning. 

Still it is back to the 1930s for 
the rest of us where university life 


in the UK will once again be a rich 
kid’s privilege. Still at least we will 
all know our place - bring back 
rationing. 

T ALKING of privileges for the 
rich, the Transport Secretary 
has called trains a rich man’s 
toy. I wrote to Philip Hammond, 

MP, who is that very Secretary, last 
year, complaining of our train 
service. 

Scruffy, poorly maintained, often 
late and probably the most 
expensive in Europe, I said. 

He replied that he heard what I 
was saying and the new Con-Lib 
Government was looking at ways 
to improve the railways, although, 
of course, they should pay their 
own way. Since then, prices have 
gone up twice the rate of inflation 
and are about to rise again. 

It is undoubtedly the case that it 
is cheaper to drive than take the 
train, when logic tells us that, both 
environmentally and in cost terms, 
the opposite ought to be the case. 

How can it be cheaper for me to 
drive myself on today’s crowded 
roads than to sit with several 
hundred other people being pulled 
by one driver and one engine in a 
traffic-free straight line? 

Perhaps we should get a group of 
economists to discuss it. On 
second thoughts ...

A WOMAN who admitted 
setting fire to a block of flats 
in Northampton is to 
undergo a psychiatric report 
before being sentenced. 

Angela Stallwood, 39, from 
Drayton Walk, Northampton, 
admitted setting a fire in St 
Katherine’s Court in Spring 
Boroughs on July 9 this year. 

Stallwood only pleaded 
guilty after CCTV caught her 
lighting the blaze in the 
Northampton Borough 


Council owned ten-storey 
building. Richard Holloway, 
mitigating, asked that the 
sentencing be delayed until 
the court had time to hear 
from the probation service 
and from a psychiatric nurse 
as Stallwood had recently 
been depressed due to 
circumstance in her life. 

Judge Lyn Tayton said: “If 
there is some underlying 
mental health issue that is 
resulting in this behaviour we 
need to know.” 

Stallwood will be sentenced 
at the end of next month.

A MUGGER who robbed 
drunk people late at night 
had been deported from the 
USA, a court heard. 

Neil McGinlay (pictured), 28, 
from Stockmead Road, North¬ 
ampton, pleaded guilty to two 
robberies in Northampton 
town centre in June. 

On Monday, Northampton 
Crown Court heard how 
McGinlay preyed on people 


who were under the influence 
of alcohol. 

He punched and kicked his 
first victim, who required 
stitches, and later slapped a 
student in order to rob him. 

McGinlay had been picked 
out by his victims during an 
identification parade. 

Although during court pro¬ 
ceedings, McGinlay had no 
previous convictions in the 
UK, he admitted having been 
deported from the USA, 
where his mother lives, in 


2009 after serving a four 
year sentence for armed rob¬ 
bery. 

Richard Holloway, mitigat¬ 
ing, said McGinlay had com¬ 
mitted the attacks to get 
money for alcohol but hoped 
he would be able to stop drink¬ 
ing to ‘make his mum proud.’ 

Sentencing McGinlay to 
three years in prison, Judge 
Lynn Tayton QC said: 
“Although it appears that you 
do not have any previous con¬ 
victions in this country you 


very honestly told the proba¬ 
tion officer about your crimi¬ 
nal past in the United States, 
including an armed robbery. 

“You now appear before this 
court for serious street rob¬ 
beries which are serious 
offences. 

“The offences are aggravat¬ 
ed because they were com¬ 
mitted at night, on vulnerable 
people who were drunk and 
you accept they were preda¬ 
tory and there was some pre¬ 
meditation.”

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Cops’ new leads 
in Ding murders

POLICE have revealed that the 
prime suspect in the murder 
of a family from Northampton 
may have been spotted in 
Gibraltar. 

Anxiang Du is wanted in 
connection with the deaths of 
the Ding family on April 29 - 
Jifeng ‘Jeff’ Ding, 46, his wife 
Helen, 47, and their daughters 
Xing, 18, and Alice, 12. 

Detective Superintendent 
Glyn Timmins, senior investi¬ 
gating officer in the case, 
revealed on Crimewatch last 
week that his team had more 
than 300 reported sightings of 
Mr Du and one in particular 
that caught their interest. 

On the BBC 1 show he said: 
“We’ve investigated something 
like 300 sightings, one in 
particular we are interested in, 
not long after the murders, 
which is in Gibraltar.” 

The programme showed 
footage of Mr Du abandoning a 
car at 2.27am on Saturday, April 
30 on Venables Street, off 
Edgware Road, London, which 
was the last confirmed sighting 
of the 52-year-old. 

An image of the sole of a 



handmade shoe belonging to 
Mr Du, which had a distinctive 
pattern, was also paraded with 
police hoping that the image 
would help to find new leads in 
the investigation. 

A total of 12 calls and four text 
messages were received during 
and after the show. 

Some of these calls were 
followed up by officers 
immediately with the 
remaining calls and messages 
being the focus of attention for 
investigators over the weekend. 

Police are hoping that some¬ 
one watching the programme 
will have recognised Mr Du, 


either having seen him around 
the time of the murders, which 
were the same day as the Royal 
Wedding, or since then. 

Officers now believe that 
there is a strong possibility that 
Mr Du has left the country, 
although they have no concrete 
evidence to support their 
theory. 

DS Timmins said: “We have 
had an unconfirmed sighting in 
Gibraltar and it is feasible that 
Mr Du left the country on the 
Royal Wedding weekend, 
someone may have worked 
that weekend and remembers 
seeing this man, who most like¬ 
ly would have paid in cash for 
tickets out of the country. 

“So we’re appealing to anyone 
who’s seen him in ports or 
airports or even abroad to get 
in touch. 

“The appearance on 
Crimewatch was extremely 
valuable and we are confident 
that the calls received will 
move the investigation 
forward. 

“We still need the help of the 
public though - even a small 
piece of information could help 
us to locate Mr Du.” 

Anyone with information can 
call police on 03000 111 222. 


Young son 
escapes as 
car crash 
kills mum 

A WOMAN in her 30s 
died in a road crash on 
Monday. 

It happened on the 
B4525 at Greatworth 
at about 8.35pm when 
a black Ford Focus 
travelling towards 
Sulgrave was in 
collision with a blue 
X-Type Jaguar 
travelling in the 
opposite direction. 

The Focus caught 
fire and the driver, a 
34-year-old local 
woman, died. 

The woman’s young 
son, who was a 
passenger in the 
vehicle, managed to 
free himself. 

The driver and 
passenger of the 
Jaguar, both from the 
Towcester area, were 
taken to hospital with 
minor injuries.

RUGBY UNION 

WITH Jon Clarke moving to fullback in recent 
weeks, James Downey has had to get used to 
playing alongside a new partner in the 
Northampton Saints midfield. 

Summer signing Tom May has taken over the 
No.13 shirt to join Downey in the centre rather than 
the man he has enjoyed such a successful double 
act with in recent seasons. 

The Irishman admits it has taken time for him 
and May to get used to each other, but he is 
enjoying how things are going. 

They are again likely to play alongside each 
other at Worcester Warriors tomorrow night, and 
Downey said: “It’s going well with Tommy, he 
brings something different. 

“It’s always different even with Lamby [Ryan 
Lamb] playing at ten and Martin [Roberts] at nine 
- it’s just different combinations and it just takes 
a bit to get used to sometimes. 

“We’ve just got to play a few games, get used to 


the way we do certain things. You get used to 
players, but it’s always good changing. 

“I’ve played with Clarkey so I know what he is 
going to do and Tom is very experienced. 

“Thirteen is a hard place to play - he talks a lot, 
he organises a lot and he’s good at that.

DORIAN West has warned Northampton Saints 
that they cannot afford any more disciplinary 
lapses ahead of tomorrow night’s Aviva Pre¬ 
miership visit to Worcester Warriors. 

Three minutes of madness, which saw Calum 
Clark and Phil Dowson sin binned in quick 
succession, left the Saints battling with 13 men 
against 15 late on against Sale Sharks last Friday 
- a game they lost 29-21. 

Afterwards director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
stated he thought Clark’s yellow card, for 
obstruction on kick chaser Nick Macleod, was 
harsh, although he had no complaints about 
Dowson’s for kicking the ball away. 

Northampton forwards coach West refused to 
blame official Tim Wigglesworth for the loss, 
saying: “You could look at the game and feel a 
little bit that way, but it’s not all the referee’s fault. 

“We made plenty of mistakes ourselves and we 
should have won the game no matter what was 
going on. 

“We didn’t quite show the composure that we 
needed to and we didn’t quite show the discipline 
that we needed to, which is why we lost. 

“We’ve got to get better and just look at 
ourselves before we look at referees, and that’s 
something that we’ll be doing. 

“It’s just fine margins really - that little bit more 
discipline, that little bit more composure, hope¬ 
fully a bit of a rub of the green from the set piece 
from the referees with how hard we’re working 
and the rewards we get from it, and we’ll see 
where that takes us.” 

The Saints had led 18-14 at Edgeley Park with 
22 minutes to go, even after former Northamp¬ 
ton man Mark Easter had ran in a try for the 
home side. 

But tries from Dwayne Peel - who was sin 
binned in the first half for delaying tactics - and 
David Seymour while the visitors were two 
players down secured the win. 

Stephen Myler kicked all of Northampton’s 
points, and West was left frustrated by what he 
saw as a lack of composure with and without the 
ball in hand. 

He said: “We let them raise their tails and get 
back into us on that occasion in our 22, and they 
ended up scoring a try from it. 

“Then there was a loose line-out and we ended 
up losing two players to the bin, and you’ve got 
no chance then. 

“That’s the situation we’ve put ourselves in and 
it’s frustrating. 

“We lost the game narrowly and it’s a game that 
we probably should have won, so we’ll learn from 


that. One positive is that we have been in the 
game with not long to go in all three of those 
matches that we have lost. 

“We’ve given ourselves a chance to win and 
we’ve not quite shown the composure and the 
discipline to take the opportunity, and that’s 
something we’ve been working hard on.” 

Saints will no doubt have to be even more wary 
of giving away penalties at Sixways with 
Worcester possessing a deadly kicker in fly half 
Andy Goode. 


West is also expecting a tough battle in the 
towards, saying: “They’re a traditional side and 
they play well. They’ve got a good set of forwards 
and they pride themselves on their set piece 
work, which they are good at, and they’ve got a 
good kicking game. 

“They’ve got good scrum halves and good 
wingers and backs that can finish moves off.

PAUL di Resta recorded his career-best 
Formula One result, coming home sixth in 
Sunday’s Singapore Grand Prix to help 
Force India to a double points scoring 
finish. 

The British rookie has now scored in 
three of his last four races, with team¬ 
mate Adrian Sutil also claiming four 
points after an eighth place finish. 

Di Resta is now up to 13th in the drivers’ 
standings and was delighted with how his 
first race under the lights of the Marina 
Bay Street Circuit went. 

Fie said: “My first Singapore Grand Prix 
was a lot of fun and I’m very happy with 
the outcome. 

“I don’t think the safety car really helped 
us because I still had a lot of life left in 
the supersoft tyres in the middle of the 
race, but it didn’t really hurt us either. 

“After that it was a case of managing 
my pace to [Nico] Rosberg, looking after 
the tyres and bringing the car home. 

“I was in free air for the final part of the 
race, which helped, and the pace was 
strong. 

“It’s probably my best race of the 


season, but it’s the result of all the hard 
work behind the scenes. 

“We came here with an upgrade 
package that has allowed us to gain 
performance in the race, gain tyre life 
and we saw the benefits of that.” 

Sutil’s finish ensured that the 
Silverstone-based team ended with 12 
points in total from the weekend, 
cementing their place in sixth in the 
Constructors’ Championship. 

“We have been aiming to get both cars 
in the points for a while now, so we can 
be very happy with where we finished,” 
said the German. “The points we scored 
give us some breathing space over 
Sauber in the championship. It was quite 
a normal race for me, although I lost 
some track position under the safety car 
as Rosberg got ahead of me and stayed 
there until the end of the race. The final 
stint was quite difficult because I had to 
do about 30 laps on the soft tyres. 

“I had [Sergio] Perez close behind me 
and then [Felipe] Massa was closing in 
fast on the final lap. Fortunately, I had 
enough to hold on to eighth.” 

The next race is the Japanese Grand Prix 
at Suzuka on Sunday, October 9. 


Cobblers boss Johnson on lookout for loan 
stars but won’t risk upsetting dressing room

GARY Johnson is continuing in his 
quest to bring further new faces to 
Northampton Town, but will only 
sign anyone up if it does not upset 
the balance of the squad. 

The Cobblers boss (pictured 
above) has made no secret of his 
desire to add to the team, and ad¬ 
mits he has been in talks with other 
clubs over potential loan signings. 

However, he is not rushing into 
making any moves and will not be 
bringing in anyone who he feels 
will be a disruptive influence in the 
dressing room. 

“If the chairman could afford 
[Carlos] Tevez I wouldn’t take him,” 
Johnson said in a playful jab at the 
Manchester City striker after his 
apparent refusal to take to the field 
as a substitute in their Champions 
League defeat against Bayern 
Munich on Tuesday. 

“I want to get the right ones 
because I don’t want to upset the 
group or the dynamics of the dress¬ 
ing room, which you can. 

“We are talking to a couple of 
clubs about a couple of players. 

“Generally, if you want decent 
players they’re already at clubs, and 
those clubs either want them to get 
a bit of experience or they’re still 
part of their plans, or they work 
hard to get as much money out of 
you on loan as possible. 

“We’re in that situation so we’re 
still negotiating.” 

He has already had two players 
training with the squad and they 
were due to feature yesterday in a 
behind closed doors friendly 
against MK Dons. 

Johnson also revealed he was 
using that match to take a look at 


two French players recommended 
to him by a “foreign agent friend.” 
And while any new signings will 
create competition for places, 
Johnson is not just saying he wants 
to make further additions simply to 
give his current players an extra 
incentive to perform. 

He explained: “There’s that 
reverse psychology, and you can’t 
con people nowadays. They’ve 
heard it a million times - support¬ 
ers, media and players - so when 
you say something you’ve got to 
mean it. When I say I’m going to go 
out and get players, I’m not just 
saying it as a gee-up. You’ve got to 
mean it because people will expect 
results and that will happen in the 
next however many days or weeks 
until we get that person in. 

“But also, the players will know 
that there is competition and the 
manager is trying to get more com¬ 
petition, which in the end is better 
for them. 

“They all want to better their 
careers, they all want to go to the 
next level and earn better money, 
so the better class of player we can 
bring in the better it is. 

“Also, that always means when 
you’re bringing people in that some 
people have got to move out, and 
it’s not always easy to do that. 

“We will have to make room. 
We’ve got some lads out on loan 
that will be coming back at Christ¬ 
mas time, so we’ve got to be think¬ 
ing about them as far as numbers 
are concerned. 

“Hopefully it will all sort itself out 
and, come Christmas time, we will 
end up with the squad we really 
want, and that squad then can kick 
on.” 

It remains to be seen whether or 
not there will be any new signings 
joining by the time Northampton 


travel to Barnet in League Two on 
Saturday Despite the Bees slump¬ 
ing into the bottom four in recent 
weeks, Johnson is wary of the 
danger the likes of Izale McLeod, 
Steve Kabba and Mark Marshall. 

But with his side having beaten 
Dagenham & Redbridge 2-1 at 
Sixfields last Saturday thanks to 
goals from Arron Davies and 
Adebayo Akinfenwa, Johnson is 
confident the Cobblers can make it 
back-to-back wins. 

He said: “They’ve got three lads 
that, if they get the ball to them, are 
very dangerous, but they’re off the 
back of a couple of defeats. 

“It was a big defeat on Saturday, 
so we’ve got to go there with 
confidence and we mustn’t worry 
about that. 

“We’ve got to get our own players 
performing - I’m sure their 
management team will be saying, 
‘we’ve got to watch him,’ about our 
team, so we’ve got to make sure 
they see the best of us rather than 
us see the best of them 

“I think they’re quite direct, but 
it’s a decent playing surface there. 
We’ve got to do a little bit better 
ourselves anyway to keep the ball 
longer, because if you do that the 
opposition’s tactics are not half as 
dangerous. 

“We’ve been working on that, and 
players have got to have the confi¬ 
dence to get on the ball, pass it, get 
the ball again and pass it again. 

“You’ve got to put your game onto 
the opposition and that’s what 
we’ve got to do when we go to 
Barnet.” 

Akinfenwa and Lewis Young 
should both be available after 
being substituted against Dagen¬ 
ham due to minor injuries, al¬ 
though Nick McKoy remains 
suspended.

Towcester beckons again for Dickin 


HORSE RACING 

NO trainer has supported Towcester 
more than Robin Dickin in the past ten 
years and the popular handler has 
promised to be back if ground conditions 
suit when action resumes there on 
Wednesday afternoon at 2.20pm. 

Considering Dickin’s current stable 
strength stands at 36, it is a remarkable 
statistic that he sent out 33 runners at 14 
of the Northants track’s 18 fixtures in the 
2010/11 season. 

His winner count of five was bettered 
only by Jonjo O’Neill, half of whose total 
came at one meeting in October, and who 
can count on considerably more 
ammunition. 

Only once in the last nine seasons at 
which Towcester has raced, has Dickin 
failed to send out a scorer from his Alscot 
Park stables in Warwickshire, where he 
has been based since 1994. 

Not surprisingly, given his success at 
Towcester’s taxing gradients, his 6f 
straight woodchip gallop involves a 
punishing climb, although unusually, this 
tests horses’ stamina chiefly at its mid¬ 
point. 

It is a perverse point that standing near 
the top, the handler can point out the 


location of Stratford racecourse, although 
he rarely goes there. 

“It is because I train more traditional 
National Hunt type horses which are 
suited to Towcester, while Stratford tends 
to be for sharper types off the flat,” he 
remarked. 

Last season, Dickin sent out Atherstone 
Hill to win twice at Towcester, while 
Badgers Cove, Autumm Spirit and 
Jacarado also scored there, the latter in 
the colours of Moreton Pinkney-based 
builder Richard Whitehead. He currently 
has four horses in training at the stables, 
including star performer Restless Harry, 
who notched his first win at Towcester. 

Looking ahead to next week, Dickin 
highlighted the possibilities of individuals 
such as Jolibob, Cydonia and Raphiell, 
retaining faith in the course’s recent 
exemplary record in producing excellent 
ground even when warm spells threaten 
a quicker surface. 

He said: “In a way, it would be better if it 
didn’t rain at Towcester in the mean time 
because then they can get on with the 
watering and be in control. People can be 
very quick to criticise ground conditions 
but quite often they are caught between 
two stools and it is difficult to know 
exactly how much to apply.”

FRENCH philosopher Rene Descartes once 
hypothesised the existence of an evil demon 
that distorts his perception of reality in his 
1641 book‘Meditations on First Philosophy.’ 

Ask current Northampton Saints skipper 
Phil Dowson what he thinks of former team¬ 
mate Neil Best and he’ll tell you something 
similar about the marauding Worcester War¬ 
riors flanker, 

“He’s an evil genius,” joked the back row 
about the man he will come face-to-face with 
tomorrow night, adding: “He’s a very kind man 
until he’s had a couple of beers and then that’s 
when the evil comes out.” 

In truth though, Dowson has nothing but 
good things to say about the man who he be¬ 
came close friends with during Best’s two sea¬ 
son spell at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Dowson said: “He’s a very smart dude - he 
really took me under his wing when I first 
joined here. 

“He’s a great bloke and I love him to bits. He’s 
a great personality, good to have around the 
squad and I was sad to see him go. 

“But he has done well at Worcester and I’m 
sure he will continue to do so. He’s a tremen¬ 
dous athlete as well. 

“Because he’s a proud guy and because of 
the way he is made up he will be wanting to 
make a point against Saints. 

“We’ve highlighted that - we need to make 
sure he doesn’t get his tail up and get every¬ 
thing his own way.” 

As well as being wary of Best, who moved to 
the Warriors last year and helped them earn 
promotion from the Championship, Dowson 
is aware of the need for better discipline. 

Both he and Calum Clark were sin binned as 
Northampton crumbled from a winning posi¬ 
tion to a 29-21 defeat at Sale Sharks last Fri¬ 
day. 


Dowson said: “It’s not a big issue, we’ve just 
got to make sure we cut down on the dumb 
ones and the ones that are really basic. 

“It’s easy to say, but it’s hard when someone 
is trying to take your head off and you’re going 
100 miles an hour into contact. 

“It takes on a different dimension - it’s 
easy to say, ‘don’t touch the ball in the 
ruck’, but when you’re desperate and trying 
to win you make poor decisions 
sometimes.” 

That loss made it three defeats in a row 
for Northampton, but Dowson does not be¬ 
lieve they are far away from turning things 
around. 

He said: “We did a lot right in that game and 
in the last 20 minutes we threw it away. 

“A lot of that is down to my idiocy in not re¬ 
ally thinking and making an error, but some¬ 
times people make errors and we have to 
learn from them. 

“It’s a learning curve as well as 
everyone being in that envi¬ 
ronment, playing away 
from home under pressure, 
and it’s just one of those 
things we have to expe¬ 
rience and learn from 
to move forwards. 

“It’s a tough 
experience, a 
bitter one, 
but it’s no 
different 
a learn¬ 
ing curve 
than the 
Heine- 
ken Cup 
final sec¬ 
ond half. We 

need to make sure that we take 
lessons on board when we’re under pres¬ 
sure.” 


Full back Corker in 
call not to be put 
back in the bottle

ASHLEY Corker is determined to make sure 
he keeps his place in the Northampton 
Town starting line-up after returning to the 
side last Saturday. 

The left back had been consigned to the 
substitutes’ bench in recent weeks, but was 
given a recall as Ben Tozer moved back into 
central midfield. 

After quietly impressing in the 2-1 win at 
Sixfields, Corker is keen to stay involved in 
the side for Saturday’s trip to Barnet. 

“I just came in, got my head down and did 
my job,” he said of his time out. “I did a bit 
extra where I needed to and the manager 
has put me back into the team now. 

“He’s pulled me up and spoke to me 
throughout - obviously, being a young lad, 
there are learning curves and that was a big 
one. If there is anything he has told me I 
need to do I’ve gone out and done it, and 
that has all paid off for me now. 

“It’s not all done now because I can’t just 
stop there, but it has got me where I need 
to be and I’ve got to kick on now. 

“Now I’m back in then, personally, I want 
that to be me staying in the team until the 
end of the season.” 

Corker is also not reading anything into 
Barnet’s recent poor form, which has seen 
them slide towards the wrong end of the 
npower League Two table. 

They suffered a 4-0 defeat at Swindon 
Town last Saturday, but Corker said: “You 
can never really judge on the form. 
Dagenham came here with six losses and 
we made it seven, but on another day that 
could have been the turning point for them. 

“You’ve just got to go there and play your 
game. With the group of lads and the 
manager we have got, we can definitely go 
there and get a result. It’s just on the day we 
have to put it in there. 

“Obviously, it’s had to take a bit of time to 
gel with all of the new players - not just on 
the pitch but it’s off the pitch as well. 

“The fans don’t get to see that, but it is all 
going really well and the fans should be 
seeing a bit of an improvement now, so 
we’ve just got to keep that going and take it 
into games.”
